Ahead Sunday Night,Go to 
Work, Quit 1 hour Early 


Daylight saving goes into effect here Sunday night when 
the town clock of the Commercial] National Bank will be 
placed one hour ahead and starting Monday morning business 





one hour earlier in the evening—in fact the entire city will 
be conducted on a one hour earlier idea or the daylight 
saving plan, 


Shortage of electrical current makes the plan necessary 
here and officials of the Ontario Power Company believe 
that if all users of electricity will enter into the plan during 
the summer months that the switch pulling being resorted to 
by some companies will not be necessary here. 


The ‘‘juice’’ is needed by the pumping plants in order to 
supply wholesome drinking water during the summer months 
to consumers and by observing the daylight saving, people 
of the city will simply help in assuring themselves of whole- 
some water for domestic use throughout the summer season. 


The proclamation of Mayor Johnson which was voted un- 
animously by members of the city council this morning in 
special session is as follows:

Shaft Sunk 

The strike was made in a shaft 
constructed on the property three- 
quarters of a mile north of the 


mouth of Lytle Creek Canyon and} 


at the fork of Goat Canyon. Af- 
ter digging into what appeared to 
be bed-rock, Smith and Vorce, 
both employes of the Santa Fe 
store department, touched off a 
charge of dynamite, blasting sev- 
eral hundred pounds of ore into 
the shaft. The ore contains gold, 
silver and a smattering of copper, 
Smith declared. 


The scene of the strike is a 
few hundred yards north of the 
old Washington placer mine, from 
which an aged prospector took 
virgin gold several years ago. 
Scores of pioneers prospected the 
canyon and its tributary canvons 
for gold years ago. 

Smith said that he and Vorce, 
his partner, would attempt to op- 
erate the property without the aid 
of outside capital. Because of its 
proximity to. San Bernardino and 
transportation facilities, the miner 
declared he could market his ore 
profitably. 

Ranchers and property owners 
in the district have watched the 
operations of the two miners 
since they acquired the property 
in 1920.

WATER GONDITION 
IMPROVING HERE 


All danger of impure drinking 
water in Upland was Relieved | 
averted today ‘with the announce- 
ment that the Sag Antonio Water 
Company has just brought in a| 
fine new well on the E. W. Paul | 
property a quarter mile east of 
Euclid Avenue on Twenty-third 
Street. The Upland municipa! 
water system secures a portion of | 
its supply from the San Antcnio 
Company, and that portion com- 
ing from the creek in San An- 
tonio Canyon was recently declar- 
ed unsafe for drinking purposes. 
The bringing in of the new well 
will make it possible for the 
company to supply the city with 
deep well water entirely. 

The new well, a mile and. a 
half from any other well, is 1o- | 
cated in a district formerly be- 
lieved by many to bear no water., 
However, it is today producing 
60 miner’s inches of water, and 
its successful bringing in is look- 
ed upon as an achievement for 
the San Antonio Water Company. 
» The -well is just a fraction less 
than 1,000 feet deep. In the drill- 
ing, it was necessary to g0j 
threugh one beulder 16 feet thick, 
and in completing the well, it is 
said ‘that- a hole was drilled 
through 32 feet of solid rock.

‘Harold Walline Commits 
Suicide at Bishop Ranch 





Harold Walline, 33 years of age, a former 
Upland boy, a rancher of Bishop and a brother- 
in-law,of Tully Knowles, former president of 
the University ‘of Southern California, shot and 
killed himself on his ranch near Bishop vester- 
day, according to word received here last night. 


Worry over financial reverses, which he believes to be due 
to the controversy between Owens River Valley ranchers and 
the city of Los Angeles over water rights, was given by re- 
latives as the cause of his suicide, the reports stated. 


Ten years ago Walline and -his brother, Rolland Walline, 
bought 440 acres of land near Bishop, which they planted with 
pears and grapes. They planned to cut the land up into 
tracts for sale. When the value of the land depreciated, the 
relatives stated, Walline began to brood and expressed the 
belief that the water situation was the cause of his troubles. 


Walline’s body was found by a neighbor a short distance 
from the ranch house. When the word of his death became 
known in Bishop, reports stated, intense feeling was aroused 
among the ranchers who are involved in litigation with the 
city of Los Angeles. 


He leaves a widow, who is the daughter of Prince Smith, a 
pioneer rancher -of Bishop, a sister, Mrs. Knowles, and four 
children ranging from 7 months to 11 years of age. He leaves 
also a mother, sister and a brother living in Bishop, and 
another brother, Austin who lives in Ontario. Walline’s 
father, P. E. Walline, was one of the original residents of 
Upland.and was well known in San Rernardino county.

In a portion of the greenhouse at the 
Riverside Citrus Experiment station in 





a double layer of English longcloth the 
outside of which is covered with a| 


quarter inch wire mesh, four ae | 
with several assistants spend long 
hours each day looking through the 
eyepieces of binocular microscopes. 

Their work is exacting, and the 
greatest precaution is necessary. They 
enter this strange room each day 


through a vestibule guarded by doubie 
doors, and each time one of the men 
leaves the room the vestibule is flood- 
led with fumigating gas. 

In addition to a number of queer- 
looking instruments, the room is filled 
with cloth-covered cages having glass 
doors. These cages average about 1% 
inches square at the base and stand 
about four feet high. Inside the cages 
are a number of twigs stuck in boxes 
of wet ‘sand. The twigs are branches 
broken from trees in various parts of 
the world. Many of them come from 
South Africa, some from China and 
others from Italy. 

There is nothing dangerous looking 
about the twigs, yet if you look 
closely you may see what appears te 
be a number of minute insects upon 
them. Each day the men examine the 
cages and take out, possibly, a hand- 
ful of the insects. Perhaps not s0 


many. 
These insects are placed in glass 
vials. Then a leaf is thrust into the 


On the leaf are a few drops 
of sweetened water. This is feeding 
time for the bugs. One of the men 
at the microscope takes one of the 
insects and places it under a power- 
ful glass. The insect itself is perhaps 
half the size of a pin head. 

Takes Them Apart 

Then he takes two dissecting needles, 
which in some ways resemble darning 
needles but are very, very sharp. He 
takes an needle in either hand and 
placing his arms on a rest on either 
side of the microscope takes the insect 
to pieces, bit by bit. First he may 
take off the antennae. He notes their 
color and shape. Then the mandibles, 
or jaws of the insect, are taken out 
and the teeth of the insect are ex- 
amined. The wing veins are noted. 

The man at the glass is not wasting 
his time, nor is he tearing a helpless 
insect to pieces just for amusement. 
Upon him rest a great responsibility, 
for upon his examination of the insect 
may depend the future of California’s | 
citrus industry. . | 

The man at the glass is Harry S. } 
Smith, who is in charge of the “bene- 
ficial insect” work for the University 
of California. His assistants are 
Harold Compere, and P. H. Timber- 
lake, the latter having been recently 
appointed to assist in the investigation 
work here. 
work in the room on special problems 
relating to orange Tortyix control. 

An Important Problem 

“The question of control of citrus 
insect pests forms one of the most 
important problems of California cit- 
rus growers for the reason that we 
are located a long distance from the 
Eastern markets and have keen com- 
petition from Florida,” said Mr. Smith. 
“This makes it necessary to produce 
a maximum quantity of first grade 
fruit, and to do this it is necessary | 
to keep the trees clean. 

“During the last few years scale 
insects have become more difficult 
to control by fumigation. This has 
made it necesssary to fumigate oftener, 
which adds much to the cost of pro- 
duction. The main object of our work 
is to reduce the cost of pest control. 
As all of the important citrus pests 
are species introduced accidentally 
from foreign countries, generally with- 
out the parasites that keep them 
under control, ¥# is the purpose of our 
work to search foreign countries for 
parasites that work on these pests. 

Seek Natural Enemies 

“We try to get any of the natural 
enemies ef a particular pest and im- 
port them to California. The bene- 
ficial insects never become a menace 
in themselves as generally speaking 
they only live on pests of one species 
and are very restricted in their diet. 

“It is necessary when new parasites 
are shipped here to make a careful 
study of their habits. Some destroy 
other beneficial insects and these are 
called secondary parasites. These are 
injurious as they are apt to destroy 
other beneficial insects, and the sec- 
ondary parasites cannot be distinguish- 
ed from the primary parasites from 
their appearance. Only by a study of 
their habits can their status be deter- 
mined. 

“The handling of insect shipments 
from foreign countries is carried on 
at the Citrus Experiment station here 
for all of California. All our experi- 
mental work is done in an_ insect- 
proof room so that there is no danger 
of the insects escaping until we know 
just what they are. 

“After a species of parasite is 
determined to be desirable colonies 
are furnished to local  insectories 
which assist in propagation and dis- 
tribution to citrus growers, Every 
citrus producing county in California, 
with the exception of Riverside, has 
one or more county insectories.

From Oak Flat to Strawberry 

The proposal includes the build- 
ing of the break from Oak Flat, 
above Waterman Canyon and near 
the eastern line of the fire of 
early this year, which swept up 
the mountains to the crest near 
the Gate City Playground and for 
hours threatened the resort dis- 
trict to a point near Strawberry 
Peak, the western line reached by 
a fire two years ago, that had its 
beginning in Cold Water Canyon, 
near Arrowhead Hospital. 
the line are Crestline, Squirrel 
Inn, Pinecrest, Scrawverry Flat 
and Lake Arrowhead resorts, with 
hundreds of privately owned 
homes scattered along the crest 
and in the valleys beyond. 

Property and resort owners fos- 
tering the plan are in communi- 
cation with the U. S. Forestry De- 
partment officials regarding a co- 
Operative basis on which the 
building of the firebreak can be 
financed.

TIBBETTS AdKo 
CHANGE OF VENUE 


Retained by John K. Tibbitts, 
editor of the Labor Journal, At- 
torney O. N. Hilton, formerly one 
of the best known criminal at- 
torneys of the country and now 
retired, brought the flush of 





barrassment to the editor’s face 
in Justice Jerome B. Kavanaugh’s 


court at San Bernardino Wednes- 
day. 


Tibbitts was in court for a pre- 
liminary hearing on a charge of 
criminally libelling District Attor- 
ney George H. Johnson. After an 
unsuccessful attempt through his 
attorney to quash the complaint, 
Tibbitts surprised the crowded 
courtroom by asking a change of 
venue. In an affidavit, the Labor 
Journal editor asked that the 
hearing be transferred to another 
justice court, contending that Juc- 
tice Kavanaugh was prejudiced | 
against him and that he could not 
obtain a fair and impartial hear- 
ing in Justice Kavanaugh’s court. 

“Solely Because My Client 
Wants it” 

With eloquence that few pos- 
sess, Attorney Hilton—not content 
with the mere flat words of the 
statute—commented on the law, | 
emphasizing his remarks a a 
resoundant slap of his fist 
Justice Kavanaugh’s bench. 
torney Hilton, an author of int se 
pretations of the law and admit-| 
ted by attorneys and jurists alike 
to know whereof he speaks on 
things legal, explained, however, 
that he requested the change of| 
venue “solely because my client 
asks for it.” | 

Justice Kavanaugh promptly 
granted the motion. for a change 
of venue and evoked more com- 
ment from Tibbitts’ attorney by 
stating that it is a legal issue! 
whether the law is mandatory in 
such cases. \ 

In open court, Tibbitts’ attor- 
ney continued his discourse on} 
the law and decisions of various | 





jurists. Particularly vitriolic in 
his comment, Attorney Hilton 
said: 


“Why, I understand a few days 
ago a motion was filed in your| 
local superior court where the} 
judge filed his own motion in con- 
travention. It was the most ridic- 
ulous thing in the world. There 
is no power wheieby a court has. 
the right to deny a change of 
venue.” ; 

Tibbitts’ face was scarlet; 
attorney had talked too much.

GRAPE CROP Tilo 
YEAR ONLY FAIR 


Although present favorable 
indications have given rise to 
the prediction that the grape 
crop in San Bernardino county 
would be unusually heavy such 
reports at this season are noth- 
ing out of the ordinary accord- 
ing to George L. Belcher, well 
known Cucamonga vineyard 
owner who has been in the 
grape raising business for 18 
years. 

Mr. Belcher states that in 
all of the years of his exper- 
ience as a grape grower there 
has scarcely been a season that 
early reports of a coming bum- 
per crop were not given. The 
vines always look good at 
this time of the year, the Cu- 
camonga man states, and con- 
sequently people think there is 
going to be a record breaking 
crop. Usually after the genu- 
ine hot weather sets in they 
wake up to find that the re- 
cord breaking yield was a fair 
average crop. This overestima- 
tion is apt to have an adverse 
effect upon the market, Mr. 
Beleher has learned as buyers 
contract.upon the crop that is 
expected imstead of the one 
that is actually produced. 

Fair Crop Ahead 

“In my opinion present in- 
dications point toward a faic 
grape crop and no more,’’ Mr. 
Belcher stated. Although he 
Slowns a comparatively small 
vineyard, 200 acres devoted 
exclusively to sultanas and 
muscats which are made into 
raisins, the long experience the 
Cucamonga man has had in 
the grape growing business has 
given him a thorough knowl- 
edge of it. 

Present indications point to- 
ward a good price for grapes 
with large growers of the San 
Bernardino county expecting 
large returns for their erops. 
{Growers report that offers of 
$50 a ton for green muscats 
and sultanas delivered f. o. b., 
on the car are being made. 
while wine grape prices have 
been quoted at $80 a ton and 
higher.

Oppose Arrow Route 

Holding that the proposed 
new Arrow Route Highway be- 
tween San Bernardino and 
Claremont would not material- 
ly relieve highway congestion 
in as much as it will run into 
present highways at the Los 
Angeles end, where congestion 
is the most marked, and that 
its building at the present 
time is a. needless expense, 
directors of the Ontario Cham- 
ber of Commerce;:'in monthly 
session yesterday afternoon 
went on record as strongly op- 
posed to the proposition. 

Members speaking against 
the proposed new road, stated 
that while it might serve to 
spread out traffic in this sec- 
tion of the Citrus Belt, where 
it is now greatly congested, 
it would be a case of all going 
into the ‘‘neck of the bottle’’ 
as it approached Los Angeles 
and would result in little or 
no improvement. . The stand 
was taken that the expense o1 
eéndemning rights-of-way thru 
valuable grape and peach 
lands to the @akt Would be 
exhorbitant and uncalled for 
at this time. The Board de- 
clared itself opposed to the 
construction at this time of 
any highway which would re- 
sult in inereased taxes. 

As the result of a discussion 
of the power shortage situation 
at this afternoon’s meeting, 
lead by Glenn D. Smith, gen- 
eral manager of the Ontario 
Power Company, another ef- 
fort will be made to cause the 
city council to issue a pro- 
clamation asking that all 
clocks be set forward one hour 
on the night of Sunday, July 
13, to bring about a daylight 
saving schedule and a result- 
ant saving of considerable 
power.
